overnor  Dummer 
Academy  has  begun  to 
face  the  challenge  of  the 
1980's  from  a  position  of 
strength,  determination  and 
commitment . 

All  over  campus  has 
sprung  up  evidence  of  further 
physical  plant  improvements 
directly  traceable  to  the  "Milestones"  campaign  which 
is,  consequently,  directly  reflective  of  the  steadily  grow- 
ing support  and  involvement  of  alumni  and  friends  of 
Governor  Dummer.  On  the  verge  of  Whipple  Field, 
ground  has  at  long  last  been  broken  for  a  roof  over  the 
Frost  Hockey  Rink.  Along  with  it  will  go  up  the  shell  of 
a  building  to  house  three  much  needed  team  locker 
rooms  for  all-year  use,  alternately  by  boys  and  by  girls, 
depending  upon  the  season.  Completion  of  that  part  of 
the  project  will  have  to  wait  the  acquisition  of  funds,  but 
the  whole  project  should  be  far  along  by  November  1. 
For  the  second  consecutive  summer  a  new  and 
most  attractive  faculty  apartment  has  been  con- 
structed, this  time  in  the  unused  space  in  Peirce 
Under,  part  of  the  Trustees'  ongoing  commitment  to 
improving  faculty  housing.  Some  important 
remodeling  is  underway  to  increase  the  efficiency  of 
the  Library.  Additional  drainage  on  Morse  Field, 
following  up  work  done  on  Whipple  Field  last  year, 
will  prepare  us  to  fend  off  better  the  effects  of  wet 
weather  in  fall  and  spring. 

Other  important  effects  of  "Milestones,"  are  felt 
this  year.  The  level  of  faculty  salaries  has  been 
substantially  heightened.  Commitment  is  high;  tur- 
nover is  minimal,  but  healthy.  Four  full-time 
teachers,  all  with  good  experience,  join  the  faculty 
this  fall,  along  with  two  part-time.  In  addition, 
reflecting  the  Board  of  Trustees'  concern  for  support, 
guidance,  and  leadership  toward  students,  faculty, 
and  parents  alike,  Chris  Harlow,  formerly  Chairman 
of  GDA's  History  Department,  has  after  a  year 
away,  been  appointed  Assistant  Headmaster  and  has 
moved  his  family  back  on  campus. 

Like  virtually  all  members  of  the  Academy  ad- 
ministration (except,  alas,  the  Headmaster)  Chris  will 
teach  and  coach  along  with  his  other  duties. 

Among  the  happiest  events  of  every  summer  are 
the  visits  to  campus  of  a  steady  current  of  alumni, 
often  with  their  families. 

Of  more  and  more  importance,  mutually,  is  the  in- 
teraction between  Governor  Dummer  and  the  com- 
munity that  surrounds  it.   Again  this  summer  the 


Ipswich  Summer  Theatre  produced  in  the  Thompson 
Auditorium  an  elaborate  and  highly  entertaining 
Gilbert  and  Sullivan  operetta  —  this  year,  "Rud- 
digore"  (in  which  faculty  member  emeritus  John 
Witherspoon  played  a  starring  role).  The  Theatre  of 
Newburyport  took  over  the  stage  for  an  excellent 
musical  review.  Many  colorful  weddings  chose  as 
their  setting  the  lovely  Moseley  Chapel,  including  a 
wedding  within  the  Moseley  family  itself  (for  well 
over  a  century  closely  associated  with  the  Academy); 
and  including  as  well  the  gala  marriage  of  alumnus 
('71)  and  faculty  member  Mike  Mulligan  and  Joy 
Sawyer,  who  this  year  joins  our  English  faculty  from 
three  years  at  the  Thacher  School  in  California  and 
two  at  Choate. 

While  the  regular  round  of  cleaning  and  refur- 
bishing has  been  going  on,  many  programs  have  used 
the  campus  facilities,  including  the  dormitories  and 
the  dining  hall  (newly  and  spectacularly  redecorated 
and  refurnished,  itself!):  an  Expressive  Therapy 
Workshop  from  Lesley  College  which  brought  to  the 
campus  forty  foreign  visitors,  including  a  contigent 
of  Israelis;  several  Project  Adventure  workshops; 
and  a  variety  of  camps  for  soccer,  field  hockey,  foot- 
ball and  cheerleading  —  hundreds  of  high  school 
cheerleaders! 

Meanwhile  in  the  offices  we  have  looked  ahead  to 
the  new  school  year:  counseling  parents  and 
students,  scheduling,  planning  housing  for  nearly  200 
boarding  students  (the  largest  number  in  over  a 
decade)  and  preparing  mailings  to  the  parents  of  the 
more  than  335  girls  and  boys  who  began  arriving  on 
campus  September  14.  As  eighty-eight  graduates  set 
out  upon  their  college  careers,  among  them  some  of 
the  strongest  leaders  of  the  Academy  in  recent  years, 
we  all  eagerly  anticipate  the  accomplishments  of  this 
year's  student  body,  including  110  newcomers. 

1981-82  holds  new  and  inviting  challenges.  To  the 
fundamental  curricula  in  the  five  core  areas,  English, 
Mathematics,  Science,  Languages,  and  History,  we 
intend  to  continue  to  join,  increasingly,  courses  in 
the  arts.  A  Curriculum  Study  Committee  will  address 
the  question,  with  the  new  semester  system  replacing 
the  old  trimesters,  of  whether  we  can  enrich  our 
course  offerings  by  introducing  semester  courses. 

In  his  statement  elsewhere  in  this  issue  of  The 
Archon,  President  of  the  Board  of  Trustees  Carl 
"Skip"  Pescosolido,  '55,  emphasizes  the  intent  of  the 
Board  to  be  "proactive"  rather  than  simply  reactive. 
It  is  the  spirit  of  assessing  our  values  and  our  educa- 
tional philosophy,  of  developing  foresight,  and  of 
building  strength  from  strength  which  invests  our 
purpose  and  gives  us  our  drive  into  the  new  school 
year. 
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Trustee  Affairs

During  the  decade  of 
1970-1980  as  I  have 
served  as  a  member  of 
the  Board  of  Trustees  the 
transition  from  Val 
Wilkie  to  Jack  Ragle 
took  place;  the  tur- 
bulence of  the  late  60's  was  replaced  by  a  pur- 
posefulness;  the  faculty  has  strengthened,  and  the 
Trustees  strengthened  the  Academy's  financial 
and  physical  resources  by  their  decision  to  under- 
take the  most  ambitious  capital  campaign  in  the 
history  of  the  oldest  boarding  school  in  the  United 
States. 

The  Trustees  look  forward  to  the  challenges  of 
serving  the  Academy  from  the  strongest  founda- 
tion ever  available  to  the  students.  What  we  now 
have  is  a  tribute  to  the  care  and  concern  of  many 
alumni  and  parents. 

The  attention  of  the  Trustees  is  now  turning 
towards  an  evaluation  of  the  educational 
philosophy  of  the  Academy,  towards  an  analysis 
of  the  physical  needs  of  the  1980s.  This  is  not  to 
suggest  any  significant  departure  from  the  tradi- 
tional concepts  which  have  been  of  proven  benefit 
and  value  to  our  students  and  parents.  Rather  it  is 
to  state  that  as  the  socio-economic  environment  of 
our  country  evolves,  however  imperceptible  may 
be  that  process,  simultaneously  your  Trustees 
must  determine  whether  and  when  adaptations  are 
required. 

The  present  Trustees  believe  that  the  number  of 
students  has  been  and  remains  an  important  part 
of  the  educational  and  social  experience  of  Gover- 
nor Dummer.  It  is  the  general  philosophy  of  the 
Trustees  that  the  intimacy  of  the  Academy  affords 
students  an  environment,  a  community,  which 
many  may  not  again  experience.  The  Trustees 
believe  that  the  size  of  our  school  provides  cur- 
riculum, sports,  and  activities  in  excellent  depth 
and  balance.  Simultaneously,  it  is  a  size  which 
allows  recognition  and  fostering  of  individual 
growth.  We  do  not  choose  to  dilute  this  ex- 
perience. 

Many  Trustees,  including  myself,  desire  to 
strengthen  the  national  reputation  of  the  Academy 
by  attracting  more  students  from  outsde  New 
England.  It  is  our  belief  that  there  is  much  to  be 
gained  from  the  experience  of  students  living  and 
learning  in  a  community  which  is  heterogeneous. 

The  winds  of  financial  change  are  blowing  upon 
our  land  at  all  levels  of  government.  One  implica- 
tion suggests  that  the  public  sector  system  of 
education  will  be  under  increasing  pressure  to 
achieve  a  quality  educational  experience.  Of 
necessity,  it  would  seem,  the  private  sector  will  be 
affected  challenged  in  a  positive  way.  The 

Trustees  will  remain  sensitive  to  the  implications 
of  the  newly-emerging  financial  pressures  upon 
the  public  sector  as  they  will  inevitably  affect 


Governor  Dummer.  Changes,  as  they  occur,  will 
result  from  the  proactive  deliberations  of  the 
Trustees,  to  the  greatest  extent  possible.  It  is  our 
belief  that  reactive  change,  while  sometimes 
necessary,  often  proceeds  from  a  basis  of  need 
rather  than  of  values  and  philosophy.  Therefore, 
the  results  of  such  change  often  are  not  durable. 
The  durability  of  Governor  Dummer  (1763-1981) 
will  not  be  taken  for  granted.  We  intend  that  the 
Milestone  will  be  a  symbol  of  increasing  impor- 
tance to  future  students  and  alumni.

very  good  year  for 
Governor  Dummer.  The 
student  body  has  been 
quite  stimulating,  and, 
for  the  most  part,  hard 
working.  Faculty  have  been  at  it  as  hard  as  ever. 
Extracurricular  programs  in  athletics  and  the  arts 
(art,  drama,  and  music)  have  been  successful. 
There  seems  to  be,  with  ever-present  faults  to  be 
worked  on,  a  feeling  of  accomplishment  and  hap- 
piness throughout  the  school.  The  number  of 
students  we  lost  this  year  was  far  fewer  than  has 
been  the  norm  in  the  last  decade.  The  entrance  test 
results  each  year  seem  to  be  inclining  upward. 
And  the  faculty  is  bouyed  by  the  success  of  the 
Annual  Fund,  the  increased  interest  of  alumni  and 
parents,  and  (especially  appreciative  of)  the 
significant  attention  paid  by  the  Board  to  the 
salary  situation. 

Five  new  faces  appeared  in  the  teaching  faculty 
last  September  along  with  one  veteran  returning 
from  a  two-year  leave  of  absence  and  two  new 
people  in  the  Development  Office.  They  brought 
experience  and  maturity  with  them,  and  those  that 
have  joined  us  in  the  past  three  years  have  season- 
ed well.  Thus,  I  believe  we  have  achieved  an  im- 
portant balance  and  stability  within  our  faculty. 

The  curriculum  has  remained  fairly  consistent 
over  the  past  year,  although  the  addition  of  the  In- 
troduction to  the  Fine  Arts  for  freshmen  was  a 
strong  step  forward  the  improvement  of  our  arts 
program,  as  was  the  Improvisation  and  Theory 
Workshop  given  by  Chris  Stowens  in  Music.  The 
use  of  our  Wang  computer  facility  has  far  exceed- 
ed our  earlier  expectations  and  is  indicative  of  the 
interest  and  progress  in  our  math  and  computer 
offerings. 

In  a  less  formal  way,  the  curriculum  has  been 
enriched  this  year  by  an  increase  in  the  number  of 
special  programs  brought  to  school  meetings: 
several  dramatic  presentations  were  sponsored  by 
the  English  Department  and  one  by  the  French 
students  and  staff;  Professor  Joseph  S.  Nye,  Jr., 
sponsored  by  the  Long  Civic  Service  Educational 
Foundation  and  the  History  Department,  spoke 


on  nuclear  weaponry;  Senator  Edward  Kennedy 
visited  the  school;  and  various  musical  presenta- 
tions were  heard. 

1980-81  was  a  lively,  healthy  school  year,  and 
in  these  dog  days  of  August  it's  satisfying  both  to 
recall  the  pride  in  student  accomplishment  as 
recognized  by  the  Academy  at  its  218th  Com- 
mencement and  to  be  busily  at  it  with  other  ad- 
ministrators and  faculty  firming  up  the  details  of 
operation  for  1981-82.  There  were  the  numerous 
prizes  awarded  for  achievement  and  for  character, 
spirit,  or  concern.  There  are  the  hopes,  intentions, 
and  excitement  for  the  new  scholastic  oppor- 
tunities— a  separate  Advanced  Placement  section 
for  American  History  and  an  evening  honors 
seminar  in  English  for  selected  students  from  the 
regular  senior  sections — and  a  renovated, 
revivified  Frost  Library.  But  all  this  means  little 
until  the  arrival  of  335  young  men  and  women, 
new  and  old,  on  September  14. 


Student  Affairs

he  past  school  year 
was  exciting  and 
rewarding  for  everyone 
connected  with  Gover- 
nor Dummer.  As  the 
new  Dean  of  Students,  I 
had  much  to  learn  about 
the  students,  the  faculty  and  the  school.  The  en- 
thusiasm, high  spirits  and  sense  of  pride  of  our 
students  for  their  school  and  the  dedication  of  the 
faculty  made  it  easy  for  me  to  become  involved 
quickly. 

All  aspects  of  student  life  outside  of  the 
classroom  and  athletic  field  usually  have 
something  to  do  with  my  office.  My  wife  and  I  got 
a  taste  for  this  on  the  first  weekend  of  the  school 
year  as  we  attended  an  all  school  dance  in  the 
Alumni  Gym  put  on  by  the  Social  Committee. 
This  committee  of  students  and  their  faculty  ad- 
visor is  responsible  for  planning,  organizing  and 
running  campus  social  activities.  Some  of  their 
most  successful  events  last  year  included  a  Hallo- 
ween costume  party  in  the  dining  hall  with  a 
spooky  movie  in  Thompson  Auditorium  after- 
wards; a  Monte  Carlo  night  in  the  Cobb  Room 
with  faculty  members  serving  as  dealers  and 
croupiers;  and  an  off  campus  formal  dinner  dance 
in  the  Spring  in  Newburyport.  This  affair  was  at- 
tended by  almost  one  hundred  couples  and  was 
judged  to  be  a  huge  success  by  all.  These  and  other 
social  events  help  to  promote  an  atmosphere  that  I 
feel  is  important  but  one  that  we  sometimes  lose 
sight  of  —  namely,  that  school  should  be  exciting 
and  fun.  Our  strong  heritage,  unique  location  and 
able  faculty  all  promote  this  atmosphere,  but, 
equally  important  is  leadership  from  students. 


Increased  emphasis  has  been  placed  on  pro- 
viding opportunities  for  students  to  learn  to  grow 
in  leadership  roles.  Beyond  the  traditional  role  of 
the  dorm  proctors  in  Freshman  and  Sophomore 
dorms,  students  have  accepted  responsibility  in 
the  French  Student  Union  Building,  in  the  library 
and  for  daily  study  halls.  Students  play  effective 
and  important  roles  in  the  work  of  several 
faculty/student  committees  —  the  Discipline 
Committee,  the  Food  Committee,  the  Spring  Term 
Project  Committee.  Perhaps  the  biggest  change  in 
the  last  few  years  has  been  the  evolution  of  the 
Student  Council  into  a  joint  student-faculty  Com- 
munity Council  with  wide  responsibilities.  This 
body  came  into  being  through  the  efforts  of  a  few 
dedicated  and  determined  students.  It  provides  a 
forum  where  student  ideas  and  opinions  can  be 
discussed,  a  quick  and  efficient  avenue  for  com- 
munication of  ideas  or  proposals  to  the  faculty  or 
administration;  and  an  opportunity  for  students 
and  faculty  to  work  together. 

If  we  are  to  continue  to  expect  students  to  grow 
in  their  leadership  roles  in  the  school  —  as  I  feel 
we  should  —  several  things  must  happen.  First 
and  foremost  the  academy  must  be  willing  to  com- 
mit time  and  energy  to  training  students  for  the 
roles.  At  the  present  time,  we  sponsor  two  of  our 
incoming  seniors  at  the  Milton  Summer  Student 
Leadership  Conference.  Positions  of  leadership  on 
the  school's  publications  —  the  Governor,  the 
Milestones,  the  Spire,  are  filled  with  seniors  who 
have  demonstrated  their  abilities  while  helping  as 
sophomores  or  juniors.  Proctors  are  supported  by 
a  peer  group  that  meets  periodically.  These  efforts 
are  adequate  as  far  as  they  go  but,  we  need  to  find 
others.  The  second  element  of  the  development  of 
leadership  within  the  student  body  is  the  will- 
ingness of  the  Academy  to  take  risks  —  to  risk 
that  the  students  might  fail.  Often  this  is  the  thing 
that  is  hardest  for  us  as  teachers  to  accept 
although  we  all  recognize  its  educational  value. 
Just  as  a  parent  would,  we  do  not  want  our 
students  to  fail.  As  a  result,  I  feel  that  we 
sometimes  do  not  extend  to  them  opportunities 
that  we  might.  Finally,  we  need  to  be  sure  that  the 
responsibilities  that  we  ask  our  students  to  under- 
take are  meaningful.  Without  this  key  element, 
students  become  cynical  and  quickly  lose  interest. 

Two  programs  that  the  Academy  currently 
sponsors  offer  the  greatest  opportunity  for  mean- 
ingful responsibilities,  often  outside  of  GDA.  The 
Community  Service  Program  helps  our  students 
to  find  volunteer  positions  in  the  surrounding 
towns.  These  often  involve  a  degree  of  leadership 
with  younger  children.  In  addition,  Seniors  on 
Spring  Term  Projects  have  often  held  highly 
responsible  positions.  An  outstanding  example  of 
this  was  the  student  who  directed  and  produced 
last  spring's  dramatic  production  —  "Play  It 
Again,  Sam." 

In  these  and  other  ways  students  make  signifi- 
cant contributions  to  the  success  and  excitement  of 
the  school  year.  We  look  forward  to  another 
strong  year  with  a  lively  school  spirit  and  dynamic 
student  leadership. 


Admissions

Tthe  major  thrust  for 
the  admissions  office 
runs  from  the  opening  of 
school  in  September  to 
early  March  when  final 
decisions  are  mailed  to 
candidates.  During  this 
approximately  six-month  period,  the  members  of 
the  admissions  staff  are  busy  interviewing  can- 
didates, visiting  public  junior  high-school  guidance 
counselors  and  private  elementary-school  head- 
masters, speaking  at  gatherings  of  parents  and 
students  who  desire  to  learn  more  about  indepen- 
dent education,  traveling  to  distant  regions  to  try  to 
interest  families  from  afar,  attending  meetings  with 
admissions  officers  from  other  schools,  and  main- 
taining proper  office  mechanics  to  insure  timely 
responses  to  all  inquiries  about  Governor  Dummer. 
All  of  this  may  seem  like  a  lot  of  work,  and  it  is;  but 
it  is  fun,  and  it  is  gratifying.  It  is  fun  because  we  are 
constantly  in  contact  with  all  different  kinds  of  peo- 
ple. It  is  gratifying  because,  when  all  is  said  and 
done,  we  feel  extremely  confident  that  our  new 
students  will  add  a  great  deal  to  the  Academy. 

Statistically,  the  1980-81  admissions  year  was  an 
excellent  one  for  Governor  Dummer.  When  we  sent 
out  our  acceptances  last  March,  we  had  made  final 
decisions  on  approximately  thirty  percent  more 
candidates  than  the  year  before.  The  same  kind  of 
increase  could  be  found  in  the  number  of  families 
who  visited  the  campus.  A  very  heartening  note  in 
all  of  this  was  the  fact  that  eighty  percent  of  all 
those  prospects  who  visited  submitted  final  applica- 
tions. This  in  itself  is  clear  evidence  that  visitors 
leave  with  a  very  positive  impression  of  what's  go- 
ing on  here.  Again  and  again  families  comment  on 
the  purposeful  and  friendly  atmosphere  that  they 
see  and  feel  on  their  tour. 

At  the  time  of  this  writing,  we  in  admissions  are 
gearing  up  for  what  we  hope  will  be  another  busy 
season.  Certainly  the  early  indications  point  this 
way,  as  we  have  already  received  many  more 
preliminary  applications  than  we  had  a  year  ago. 
Thus,  the  expectations  are  high  for  another  year  of 
fun  and  gratification. 


Financial  and 
Physical  Resources

overnor  Dummer 
Academy  may  be 
best  described  as  a  very 
old  physical  facility, 
with  a  strong  traditional 
academic  program  and 
managed  by  a  Board  of 
Trustees  with  expertise  in  the  fundamentals  of 
modern  management. 


When  one  considers  the  spectrum  of  a  plant 
with  structures  that  date  from  1715  to  buildings  as 
modern  as  1979,  and  that  these  buildings  continue 
to  meet  the  needs  of  our  current  curriculum,  we 
can  be  grateful  to  those  in  the  past  who  had  the  vi- 
sion to  provide  the  facilities  that  meet  our  present 
needs. 

In  retrospect,  these  accomplishments  were  not 
achieved  without  great  anxiety  and  sacrifice  by 
those  who  were  concerned  and  who  completed 
them. 

And  so  it  is  today!  Our  present  financial  posi- 
tion continues  to  be  strengthened.  Inflation  con- 
tinues to  dilute  the  effective  real  dollar  gains — but 
we  are  gaining. 

Our  recent  successful  "Milestones"  campaign 
has  generated  income  to  do  many  of  the  small 
"cosmetic"  things  that  will  give  the  Academy  a 
more  pleasing  appearance. 

Our  long-range  goals  must  be  and  are  being  ad- 
dressed. With  energy  a  major  cost  factor  within 
the  budget,  we  must  begin  to  modernize  some  of 
the  older  buildings,  either  by  rehabilitation  or 
demolition  and  replacement. 

The  remaining  years  of  the  "Eighties"  should 
prove  to  be  exciting  and  challenging. 

As  Business  Manager  I  need  not  worry  about 
the  academic  standards  of  the  Academy,  for  they 
are  in  good  hands.  My  responsibility  is  to  manage 
the  financial  and  physical  resources  of  the 
Academy  and  to  see  that  the  Board  of  Trustees  are 
kept  sufficiently  informed  about  the  short  and 
long  range  problems  so  that  they  are  able  to  make 
prudent  decisions. 

I  have  often  oversimplified  most  of  the  prob- 
lems at  the  Academy  by  stating,  "If  we  had  the 
money,  we  could  solve  the  problem."  There  is  no 
question  in  my  mind  that  the  money  would  help, 
but  the  final  solutions  will  result  from  the  concern 
and  dedication  of  all  who  continue  to  contribute 
their  support  to  maintain  the  fine  tradition  of 
Governor  Dummer.

In  presenting  these  pie  charts  and  income  graphs,  it  is  vital  for  the  reader  to  note  the  following  percentages  for  comparison: 
annual  giving  at  other  comparative  independent  schools  averages  approximately  12%;  endowment  per  student  at  GDA  is 
approximately  $9,000  whereas  the  norm  at  comparative  secondary  schools  is  $26,000  per  student.  Governor  Dummer  must 
continue  to  increase  annual  giving  support  and  endowment  and  be  less  dependent  upon  tuition,  even  though  tuition  is  at  the 
median  of  independent  schools.  On  the  expense  side  our  funding  by  area  is  comparable  to  other  schools.

1979-80  fund.
